RETAIL TRADE IN JUNE 


COMPARISON OF 


In continuation of the statistics relating to retail 
trade prepared by the Bank of England* there is given 
on page 92 a table showing the relation of sales in 
June 1940 to sales in the corresponding period of 1939. 
Index numbers showing the relation of certain sales 
in June 1940 to average daily sales in 1937 are given 
in a further table. Figures are also given comparing 
the value, at cost, of stocks held, this information 
being supplied by a smaller number of concerns. 

A fact which should always be borne in mind in 
considering these retail trade statistics is the difficulty 
of securing adequate representation of the smaller indi- 
vidual retailer.

TREATMENT OF T'RADE IN NEWLY-OPENED OR CLOSED 
BRANCHES AND DEPARTMENTS 


It must also be remembered that the figures refer, 
as far as possible, only to trade of branches or depart- 
ments which have been established for a year at least 
and which were, therefore, actually in operation in the 
two months for which the return is made. The object 
of this is to minimise the danger of showing as a 
general expansion of sales in any district movements 
which are not representative of average operating re- 
sults and which possibly reflect transfers of trade from 
established to newly-opened concerns. Once the new 
branch or department can report its own sales not

only for the month in the current year but also for the 
sume month a year earlier, the percentage movements 
recorded should not be seriously affected, but as the 
first comparison will be with a period of expanding 
sales the published statistics will have a favourable 
bias. In present conditions, concerns operating groups 
of shops have in some cases concentrated their busi- 
ness in certain branches and closed others, especially 
in areas from which population is shifting. Such a 
change of practice may introduce an upward bias into 
the monthly comparisons with trade in the previous 
year, but in cases where the records of the closed 
branches have been amalgamated with those of the 
branches still open the bias would be in the opposite 
direction, since it is unlikely that the whole of the 
business of a closed branch would be transferred to 
branches still open or to other reporting concerns. 


SALES 
COMPARISON WitH ‘TWELVE Montrus ARLIER 


June.—Daily sales in June were higher by 2:0 per 
cent. in 1940 than in 1939. This is the smallest in- 
crease so far recorded in 1940. . In view of the rise in 
prices, the fall in volume of sales must have been 
substantial. Sales were above the value a year ago 
in all districts except Central and West-EKnd London, 
where the drop (384 per cent.) was the langest yet 
recorded. Increases varied from 4:2 per cent, in 
Suburban London to 103 per cent. in the Midlands 
and South Wales. Sales which could not be allocated 
to any district but which are ineluded in the total for 
Great Britain fell by 1:3 per cent. 


Daily sales of food and perishables, amounting to 
approximately 57 per cent. of the total value reported, 
rose by 5-1 per cent., a slightly smaller rise than the 
average for the earlier months of the year, but thé 
increased number of people supplied directly by the 
Government would more than account for this. The 
only decrease, 25°3 per cent., was in Central and West- 
End London, where the sample differs in some respects 
from that available for other parts of the country. 
Increases in the other six districts ranged from 3°5 per 
cent, in the North-West to 9-1 per cent. in Scotland. 


There was a decrease of 1-7 per cent, in sales of other 
merchandise, but this was wholly due to very low sales 
in Central and West-End London, where there was a 
decline exceeding 28 per cent, in each category of 
goods. Of the other districts the Midlands and South 
Wales was outstanding with an increase of 15-3 per 
cent., and showed higher sales in every main category 
except piece-goods. In the North-East, for which the 
second largest increase (8°3 per cent.) was reported, 
sales rose in all the main categories. For the country 
ws a whole unusually large purchases of coal were the 
main cause of the outstanding increase of 27 per cent. 
im miscellaneous and unallocated goods. The only 
other categories showing higher figures than a year ago 
Were fancy departments (11°6 per cent.) and boots and 
shoes (9:5 per cent.). Substantial advances were re- 
corded for both these categories in all five provincial 
districts. Sales of piecé-goods, which in earlier months 
of the year had been much higher than in 1939, 
fell by 26 per cent, in June, despite the great rise in 
prices, and the fall extended to all districts except the 
North-East. It applied especially to dress materials, 
for which the percentage declines ranged from 74 to

nearly 50; household goods did not fall so heavily-, 


increases being recorded in four of the seven districts. 
Furnishing department and hardware sales also de- 
clined substantially, particularly in the two London 
ureas and also in the South of England, for reasons 
which will readily come to mind. The fall for women’s 
wear (10°3 per cent.) was substantially greater than 
for men’s and boys’ wear (4-9 per cent.), whereas pre- 
viously sales of women’s wear had risen more than 
men’s and boys’ wear. 


February-June.—Total sales for the first five months 
of the trading year were 5-2 per cent. above those for 
the corresponding period of 1939. Food and perish- 
ables were higher by 5:4 per cent. and other mer- 
chandise by 4-9 per cent., sales in both divisions being 
higher than a year ago in all districts except Central 
and West-End London. The only categories for which 
sales declined were sports and travel goods (6°5 per 
cent.) and furnishing departments (5:4 per cent.). In- 
creases in other main categories varied only from 0-1 
per cent. for hardware to 11-9 per cent. for piece-goods, 
whereas at the end of May the range was from 3-0 per 
cent. to 22°4 per cent., with the same two categories at 
the extremities.

AVERAGE DalILy SALES IN 1937 100 


Retail sales moved downwards from 115 in May to 
105 in June; partly, no doubt, because holiday factors 
had some upward influence on the May figures. All 
districts shared in the June decline, which was 
sharpest in Central and West-lind London and least in 
Scotland. The contraction in sales was evident in both 
divisions of merchandise, food and perishables falling 
from 118 to 110 and other merchandise from 113 to 
99, there being in each case a decline in every district. 
The greatest district decreases in both food and perish- 
ables and other merchandise were in the North-East 
and the North-West. The index for apparel declined 
from 126 to 104, the fall being most marked in the 
North-East, 148 to 114, and in Central and West-End 
London, 74 to 58. The decrease in household goods 
was rather smaller, 89 to 76, and the districts where 
the contraction was most severe were Suburban Lon- 
don, 82 to 64, and the South of England, 101 to 79. 


STOCKS 


The value of total stocks at the end of June was 
38-6 per cent. above that recorded twelve, months 
earlier. ‘The percentage increase in comparison with 
the same date in the previous year has grown con- 
tinuously greater each month since the outbreak of 
war. A large part of the increase is, of course, 
accounted for by the higher prices at which the stocks 
are valued, but it seems clear that there has been a 
considerable expansion in the volume of goods held. 
The June increase was 30 per cent. or more in every dis- 
trict and reached 51 per cent. in the South of England. 
The rise of almost 60 per cent. in stocks of food and 
perishables was double that recorded at the end of 
May, but it should be remembered that the available 
sample of food stocks is much smaller (and may be less 
representative) than the corresponding sample of sales,

CONSUMER GOODS 


THE LIMITATION OF SUPPLIES 
(MISCELLANEOUS) ORDER, 1940 


The Board of Trade announce that they have issued 
open licences under the Piece-Goods and Made-up 
(;oods (Cotton, Rayon and Linen) Order, 1940, and 
under the Limitation of Supplies (Miscellaneous)

the aggregate sum insured, and that, accordingly, after 
the happening of any loss or damage the sum insured 
shall be deemed to be reduced by the amount of that 
loss or damage. 


TIMBER CONTROL 
HOME-GROWN TIMBER 


Direction No. 3 made under the Control of Timber 
(No. 18) Order, 1940 (S.R. & O., 1940, No. 1296, price 
id.), frees merchants from the necessity of obtaining 
licences for the acquisition of home-grown timber for 
resale either directly or indirectly to mines. This 
exemption does not apply to the acquisition of such 
timber when standing. Sales of standing timber for 
felling remain subject to licence under the Control of 
Growing Trees (No. 2) Order, 1939,* and licences are 
similarly required for the felling of standing timber in

WAR EMERGENCY STANDARDS FOR TINS 


AND CANS 


A notice recently appeared in the press to the effect 
that the machinery of the British Standards Institu- 
tion had been adapted to enable war emergency re- 
visions of British Standards or the preparation of war 
emergency Standards to be carried out with a mini- 
mum of delay. In this connection it is of interest to 
note that under the recent Emergency Powers Defence 
Act an Order controlling the manufacture and use of 
tins and cans for food products and for products other 
than foods has been issued by the Ministry of Supply 
(Statutory Rules and Orders, 1940; No. 1308—see 
announcement in the ‘*‘ Board of Trade Journal ’’ of 
25 July, page 62). 

The effect of the Order is to prohibit certain commodities 
heing packaged in tins or cans. At the same time it 
restricts the manufacture of tins and cans for the packag- 
ing of a wide range of other commodities, both food pro- 
ducts and products other than foods, to those actually 
specified in B.S. 866, Parts I and IJ, which has just been 
issued with the approval of the Minister of Supply. These 
Schedules have been settled by the Priority Committees in 
consultation with the British Standards Institution and 
Industry, and any revisions will be undertaken only on the 
instructions of the Minister.

HXPORT SUBSIDY PAYMENTS ON COTTON 
AND COTTON GOODS

The Department of Overseas Trade has at its command 
an extensive overseas Intelligence system, which comprises 
the Commercial Diplomatic and Consular Services in foreign 
countries and Trade Commissioners and Imperial or other 
Trade Correspondents in the Empire. 


From this Intelligence Service information on all subjects 
of commercial interest is received at the Department, where 
it is collated and classified in a form convenient for refer- 
ence, and is available to any firm trading in goods manu- 
factured in the United Kingdom upon personal or written 
application to the Department at New Public Offices, Great 
George Street, London, 8.W.1. 


The information at the disposal of the Department is of 
a widely varied nature, and includes such matters as the 
following :—Sources of supply, prices, etc., of trade pro- 
ducts; Foreign and Colonial contracts open to tender; 
openings for United Kingdom trade abroad; general 
conditions prevailing in Overseas markets; demand for 
particular articles abroad; nature and extent of foreign 
competition and suggestions for meeting it; methods of 
distribution and marketing; credit conditions; terms of 
payment, etc., abroad; Foreign and Colonial importers of 
United Kingdom goods; firms or individuals considered suit- 
able to act as representatives or agents for United Kingdom 
firms; Foreign and Colonial Tariff and Customs Regula- 
tions, statistics of Imports or Exports; forms of Certificates 
of Origin; regulations concerning commercial travellers; 
Consular Invoices; shipping and transport, etc. 


Members of United Kingdom firms visiting Overseas 
markets are recommended to call on the Department’s resi- 
dent officers and to see that their own local representatives 
keep in touch with these officers. It is to the advantage of 
all United Kingdom firms having Overseas agents to notify 
the respective Overseas officers of the Department of the 
names and addresses of such agents and to keep them in- 
formed of any changes that may take place in their Over- 
seas representation. 


METHODS OF ADDRESSING ENQUIRIES 

‘he Department of Overseas Trade invites applications 
for assistance from manufacturers and exporters of United 
Kingdom goods who are desirous of initiating or extending 
Overseas connections, but it is desired to call attention to 
one or two points, the observance of which will facilitate 
the supply of information required. 


When the enquiry concerns an Overseas market the appli- 
cant may, of course, apply direct to H.M. Trade Com- 
missioners in the British Empire, and to the Commercial 
Diplomatic or Consular Officers in Foreign Countries, but it 
is generally advisable to communicate in the first instance 
with the Department of Overseas Trade, New Public Offices, 
Great George Street, London, S.W.1, as the information 
required is frequently already in the possession of the 
Department, and the delay involved in communicating with 
the officers abroad can therefore often be avoided. Should 
the information required not be available in London, the 
Department will make all necessary enquiries abroad on the 
applicant’s behalf. 

When making applications for information enquiries 
should clearly specify :— 

(1) The countries 
required ; 


concerning which information is 


(2) The precise kinds of goods; and 


(3) The particular point in regard to which the infor- 
mation is sought. 


By following this method of making their enquiries as 
specific as possible applicants will materially assist the 
Department in its endeavour to supply the precise informa- 
tion required. 


EXPORT CREDIT GUARANTEES 


PROVISION FOR PROTECTION AGAINST Loss 


Under the provisions of the Export Guarantees Act, 1939, 
the Export Credits Guarantee Department is authorised 
to give guarantees in connection with the export to any 
country of goods not being munitions of war. The 
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guarantees may be given to, or for the benefit of, any 
person, firm or company carrying on business in the United 
Kingdom, and the goods, generally speaking, must be home 
produced, i.e. wholly or partly produced or manufactured 
in the United Kingdom. 


SHort-TeERM CREDITS 


The guarantees protect exporters against the main risk 
of giving credit to oversea buyers. Losses arising from the 
insolvency of the buyer can be covered by the Department’s 
Comprehensive Guarantee Policy for the whole of an ex- 
porter’s business during a forward period of twelve months. 
An Addendum to the Comprehensive Guarantee, which can 
be obtained for a supplementary premium, protects the ex- 
porter against the risk that a buyer may be unable to make 
payment when due owing to the imposition of exchange 
restriction, or to the occurrence of war between the im- 
porter’s country and the United Kingdom, or to war, 
hostilities, civil war, rebellion, revolution, insurrection, 
civil commotion or other disturbance in the country of the 
buyer. 


Crepits To PURCHASERS OF PLANT, MACHINERY, ETC. 


Firms in the engineering and allied industries are often 
asked to give medium-term credits of from one to five years 
to purchasers of plant, machinery, etc., whether they be 
governments, municipalities or private traders. In the 
case of private buyers the risk covered by the Department 
is the loss which may be sustained from the insolvency of 
the buyer. In the case of governments, municipalities and 
other public bodies the Department’s guarantee covers ex- 
porters against the risk of default. The question of raising 
funds for financing this kind of contract is frequently a 
matter of difficulty. Experience has shown that in such 
cases negotiations are greatly facilitated by the Depart- 
ment’s guarantees. 


PRE-SHIPMENT RISKS 


Policies are also issued to cover 75 per cent. of loss in- 
curred owing to shipment of goods ordered being prevented 
by various causes.
